Greetings  to  you  from  India  would  best  be  conveyed  by  the  use  of 
one  word,  SALAAM.    This  should  be  translated,  "Peace  be  unto  you." 

The  world  today  is  bartering  for  Peace.  Statesmen  are  paying  high 
prices  for  it.  Individuals  are  going  mad  in  its  quest.  In  many  of  the 
countries  of  the  world  men  are  taking  the  pathway  of  pleasure  to  find  it. 
In  other  countries  we  find  men  who  are  literally  worshipping  demons, 
trying  to  appease  their  wrath  and  thus  obtain  this  priceless  jewel  Peace. 
Again  we  find  men  trying  in  various  ways  to  gain  merit,  by  deprivation, 
or  even  by  torturing  their  own  bodies,  all  to  obtain  Peace.  These  methods 
may  all  be  classed  under  one  head;  a  sedative  to  ease  the  conscience,  but 
not  a  means  of  obtaining  that  permanent  peace  of  which  Jesus  spoke 
when  He  said,  "Peace  I  leave  with  you,  my  peace  I  give  unto  you:  not  as 
the  world  giveth,  give  I  unto  you.  Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled,  neither 
let  it  be  afraid."  This  peace  of  God  which  passeth  understanding  is  the 
peace  of  which  the  world  today  is  sadly  in  need. 

Some  months  ago  I  was  driving  along  the  Bombay-Nagpur  highway 
in  India.  There  I  came  upon  a  small  group  of  travellers  moving  slowly 
along.  I  stopped  my  car  to  take  a  look  at  an  unusual  sight.  A  young 
man,  having  barely  entered  his  twenties,  was  ROLLING  down  the  road. 
Following  him  were  several  men  and  women  carrying  on  their  heads 
small  bundles  of  clothes  and  cooking  vessls,  and  in  their  hands  small 
pennants  made  of  red  or  white  cloth.  They  were  chanting  some  verses  as 
they  slowly  followed  their  rolling  companion. 

As  I  alighted  from  my  car,  all  their  activities  ceased  and  my  ques- 
tions were  soon  answered.  "Where  have  you  come  from?"  "From  Pand- 
hrapur — about  500  miles  from  here.  There  we  had  gone  to  worship  the 
great  god."  "How  long  have  you  spent  travelling  thus  from  there?" 
"About  five  months."  "What  is  your  destination?"  "Benares,  on  the 
banks  of  the  sacred  river  Ganges,  Mother  Ganges."  This  is  a  distance  of 
another  1,500  miles.  Today  he  is  rolling  another  three  miles  of  that 
journey. 

If  he  gets  to  Benares — should  he  not  fall  into  the  fatal  clutches  of 
some  tropical  disease  or  of  pneumonia  due  to  exposure  during  India's 
rainy  season — will  the  gods  be  pleased  with  his  quest  for  Peace?  Will 
he  have  gained  favor  with  them?  Will  his  followers  who  have  ministered 
to  him  these  many  months  find  favor  with  them?  Such  questions  must 
be  in  his  mind.  And  what  is  the  greatest  favor  they  can  expect  from  that 
source?  Merely  a  better  position  in  society  on  this  earth  in  the  next  one 
of  their  8,300,000  rebirths;  that  great  cycle  through  which  all  Hindus  be- 
lieve they  are  passing  on  the  road  to  eternal  Peace. 

Have  you  a  better  Peace  to  offer  this  young  man?  If  you  have,  then 
may  he  judge  the  value  of  that  Peace  by  the  effort  you  are  making  to 
carry  it  to  him? 
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Daniel  Webster's  Declaration 

The  passing  of  the  years  has  in  no  way  dimmed  the  lustre  of  Daniel 
Webster's  reputation  as  a  scholar,  statesman,  and  defender  of  orthodox 
Christianity.

"I  believe  that  God  exists  in  three  Persons:  this  I  learn  from  Revela- 
tion alone.  Nor  is  it  any  objection  to  this  belief  that  I  cannot  comprehend 
how  one  can  be  three,  or  three  one,  I  hold  it  my  duty  to  believe  not  what 
I  coTuprehend,  or  account  for,  hut  what  my  Maker  teaches  me. 

"I  believe  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  to  be  the 
Will  and  Word  of  God. 

"I  believe  Jesus  Christ  to  be  the  Son  of  God.  The  miracles  which 
He  wrought  establish,  in  my  mind.  His  personal  authority,  and  render  it 
proper  for  me  to  believe  whatever  He  asserts.  I  believe,  therefore,  all 
His  declarations,  as  well  when  He  declares  Himself  to  be  the  Son  of  God, 
as  when  He  declares  any  other  proposition.  And  I  believe  there  is  no 
other  way  of  salvation  than  through  the  merits  of  His  atonement. 

"I  believe  in  the  utter  inability  of  any  human  being  to  work  out  his 
own  salvation,  without  the  constant  aid  of  the  Spirit  of  ail  grace. 

"I  believe  God  requires  us  to  give  credit  to  the  truths  which  He  re- 
veals not  because  we  can  prove  them,  but  because  He  declares  them. 

"I  believe  that  the  Bible  is  to  be  understood  and  received  in  the 
plain  and  obvious  meaning  of  its  passages. 

"I  believe  that  the  refinements  and  subtleties  of  human  wisdom  are 
more  likely  to  obscure  than  to  enlighten  the  Revealed  Will  of  God;  and 
that  he  is  the  most  accomplished  Christian  scholar  who  hath  been  edu- 
cated at  the  feet  of  Jesus  in  the  College  of  Fishermen." — Parlor  Evan- 
gelist.

God  he  merciful  to  me  a  sinner — Luke  18: 13 

The  arrangement  of  these  words  is  perfect;    it  embraces  three  great 
links:     — 

I.  THE  HIGHEST  LINK— "GOD." 

Deity  alone,  without  an  attribute,  far  grander  in  that  solitude  than 
if  ten  thousand  titles  had  been  added  to  His  Name. 

1.  Not  God  of  Abraham,  Isaac,  Jacob,  Daniel,  Paul — but  GOD. 

2.  Not   the   Eternal,    Infinite,   Omniscient,   Omnipresent   God — but 
GOD. 

3.  Not  God  of  light,  of  love,  of  peace— but  GOD. 

4.  Not  the  great,  glorious,  true,  only  living  God — but  GOD. 

There  is  but  one  God;  hence  no  titles,  no  distinctions,  no  compari- 
sons, no  qualifications  are  needed. 

He  is  unique,  alone,  supreme,  without  an  equal,  or  superior,  pred- 
ecessor or  successor. 

II.  THE  LOWEST  LINK— "A  SINNER." 

As  though  he  were  the  only  sinner  on  the  face  of  the  whole  earth 
who  needed  forgiveness.    Here  we  have — 

1.  No  comparisons. 

2.  No  deductions. 

3.  No  distractions. 

The  mind  concentrated,  absorbed,  upon  the  one  guilty  self;  he 
can  think  of  naught  but  his  misery,  his  wretchedness,  his  help- 
lessness, his  unworthiness;  he  sees  himself  as  he  is — a  sinner  lost, 
undone,  without  God. 

III.  THE  MIDDLE  LINK— "BE  MERCIFUL." 

What  a  link!  Reaching  from  the  highest  heights  to  deepest  depths. 
Be  merciful,  be  propitiate — there  is  atonement  rolled  up;  he  asks  not 
for  sparing  mercy,  saving  mercy,  suffering  mercy,  infinite  mercy, 
omnipotent  mercy,  everlasting  mercy — but  all  of  these  in  one — BE

1.  The  individuality  of  the  prayer. 

Men  like  to  deal  in  generalities.    "We  are  all  of  us  sinners."    Not 
so  this  man. 

2.  Its  brevity — earnestness  is  brief. 

3.  Its  earnestness — a  lost  soul  on  the  brink  of  eternity. 

4.  Its  scope — it  reaches  past  men,  angels,  saints,  on  and  on  to  the 
throne  of  God. 

"This  is  a  faithful  saying — that  Christ  Jesus  came  into  the  world 
to  save  sinners." 
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"The  Church  That  Is  In  Their  House" 

Rom.   16:5.

A  most  encouraging  feature  of  our  country  work  in  different  sections 
of  our  field  today  is  the  spontaneous  expansion  of  the  Chinese  church. 
There  are  eight  groups  of  believers  v^^ho  without  church  buildings  meet 
in  their  homes  for  worship,  singing  hymns,  reading  of  the  Word  and 
prayer.  Their  earnestness  and  faith  in  prayer  and  their  zeal  in  winning 
others  is  refreshing  and  captivating.  With  the  exception  of  a  limited 
ministry  of  workers  from  older  stations,  these  congregations  have  only  a 
lay  ministry.  While  we  realize,  in  a  measure,  the  responsibility  that  is 
ours  of  adequately  teaching  them  the  Word  and  guiding  them  in  Christian 
doctrine  and  discipline,  yet  we  believe  that  the  germ  of  a  real  indigenous 
church  for  this  mountain  area  is  found  in  these  groups,  thus  providential- 
ly and  more  naturally  superseding  the  former  precedent  of  mission  paid 
workers  and  rents  which  has  been  a  problem  in  other  places. 

A  very  interesting  illustration  of  this  work  is  found  at  Wulo.  This 
town  is  located  on  a  high  plateau  in  the  mountains  two  long  days'  over- 
land journey  to  the  South  West  of  our  city.  The  beginning  of  the  work 
there  centers  in  a  Government  School  teacher  by  the  name  of  Mr.  Wang. 
But  in  order  to  have  a  better  understanding  of  the  background  of  this 
story,  we  must  mention  another  man,  Mr.  Hsiang,  a  fellow  teacher  with 
Mr.  Wang. 

Mr.  Hsiang  had  contracted  to  teach  in  a  Government  School  at 
Meng  Ch'i  where  the  mission  at  that  time  had  an  outstation.  It  was 
there  while  teaching  several  years  he  first  came  into  contact  with  the 
Gospel  and  believed.  Upon  his  return  to  his  home  in  the  mountains  he 
established  family  worship,  calling  in  his  servants  and  friends  who  cared 
to  come  for  he  is  also  a  man  of  some  means  and  influence  in  the  com- 
munity. Members  of  his  family  believed  and  were  baptized.  Others  be- 
came interested  in  the  Gospel  and  also  believed,  so  that  his  morning 
prayers  have  grown  into  regular  services  in  his  home. 

Later  he  contracted  to  teach  in  the  largest  Government  School  of 
that  section  in  a  town  ten  miles  from  his  home,  in  no  other  place  but 
Wulo,  Mr.  Wang's  home  town,  and  the  school  where  he  also  was  teaching. 
The  story  of  Mr.  Wang's  conversion  reads  much  like  Andrew  finding  his 
brother  Peter  and  saying  "We  have  found  the  Messiah."  In  Mr.  Wang, 
Mr.  Hsiang  found  an  eager  student  of  the  new  teaching,  Christianity, 
"but"  both  he  and  his  wife  were  bound  by  the  opium  smoking  habit,  and 
that  of  years'  standing.  However,  by  hearing  and  reading  the  Word,  by 
frequent  contacts  with  Mr.  Hsiang  and  by  his  testimony  he  was  con- 
vinced that  in  Christ  Jesus  was  to  be  found  "the  Way,  the  Truth  and  the 
Life."  By  much  prayer  and  much  perseverance,  he  gradually  broke 
away  from  the  binding  coils  of  opium.  At  the  Autumn  Conference  of 
1936,  when  both  Mr.  Hsiang  and  Mr.  Wang  attended,  he  finally  made  a 
clean  break  and  the  Lord  delivered  and  saved  him.  After  a  time  of 
waiting  he  was  baptized  and  taken  into  the  Chinese  Church. 

He,  too,  returned  to  his  home  and  erected  a  family  altar,  and  from 
this  has  grown  what  in  reality  is  a  "Church  that  is  in  their  house."  How- 
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ever,  this  statement  covers  a  period  of  work,  testing  and  victory  that  is 
both  thrilhng  and  encouraging. 

A  few  months  previous  to  our  visit  to  this  congregation,  a  few  of  our 
loyal  and  tried  Chinese  brethren  included  this  unorganized  group  in  their 
itinerary.  When  they  arrived  at  Mr.  Wang's  home  they  found  him  de- 
termined to  go  on  with  the  Lord  in  spite  of  strong  opposition  and  persecu- 
tion. 

As  is  common  in  other  parts  of  China,  a  family  of  the  same  surname, 
such  as  father,  sons  and  grandsons  or  brothers  and  even  cousins  often 
live  under  the  same  roof  of  a  long  building.  The  usual  arrangement  is  to 
have  several  rooms  at  each  end  of  the  house  with  a  larger  public  room  in 
the  center  which  is  used  as  a  guest  room  and  for  all  important  family  and 
clan  gatherings,  marriages,  funerals  and  business  palaver.  The  back  wall 
of  this  room  most  always  contains  the  much  respected  shelf  for  the  fam- 
ily idol  and  ancestral  tablets.  Mr.  Wang's  guest  room  was  no  exception 
to  this  custom.  But  when  he  believed,  his  idols  and  ancestral  tablets 
were  removed.  In  their  place  Scripture  passages  and  Bible  pictures  were 
posted.  And  indeed,  he  was  gradually  making  a  "meeting  house"  of 
this  Family  Guild,  a  large  room  that  could  accommodate  sixty  or  seventy 
people. 

To  this  his  elder  brother  and  nephew,  an  intelligent  and  educated 
man  who  had  served  his  community  as  sectional  officer,  objected.  They 
demanded  that  no  less  than  half  of  the  room  be  for  idol  and  ancestral 
worship.  According  to  Chinese  family  custom,  Mr.  Wang  could  not  op- 
pose their  demand.  So  the  room  was  divided.  The  idol  shelf  was  moved 
from  its  position  to  the  very  edge  of  the  line  of  demarkation.  On  the 
other  side  Mr.  Wang  with  his  Bible  pictures  and  Scripture  posters  con- 
tinued with  the  services.  This  was  the  situation  our  Chinese  brethren 
found  when  they  arrived  at  this  point  for  special  New  Year  meetings. 

Every  time  a  service  was  in  progress,  Mr.  Wang's  elder  brother 
would  ceremoniously  walk  up  his  side  of  the  room  to  burn  incense  and 
ring  the  small  bell  placed  near  the  idol.  The  brethren  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  room  with  patience  watched  him,  and  then  observed  that  he 
would  stop  and  listen  to  the  preaching  for  a  short  time,  then  leave  the 
room  only  to  return  to  hear  more.  The  seed  evidently  found  a  small 
plot  of  "good  ground"  between  the  rocks,  for  it  sprouted,  took  root, 
sprang  up  and  has  borne  fruit. 

When  we  arrived  on  our  recent  tour  through  the  churches,  we  found 
the  idol-ancestral  shelf  missing.  On  the  opposite  side  in  bold  relief  were 
these  words,  "Yung  Yao  Chu  Ming" — "Glory  to  His  Name."  Very 
significantly,  Mr.  Wang's  brother  prepared  a  room  on  his  side  of  the 
building  for  Mr.  Truax  and  myself,  and  a  day  or  two  later  spread  a 
sumptuous  meal.  The  entire  room  was  given  over  for  the  services  those 
days,  and  throughout  the  time  we  were  there  he  showed  no  little  interest 
and  hospitality.  Now  they  are  enlarging  the  room  so  as  to  accommodate 
more  people  and  are  also  enclosing  the  front  so  as  to  have  a  sheltered 
place  during  the  winter. 

It  was  our  privilege  and  Mr.  Wang's  joy  to  join  in  observing  the 
sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  for  the  first  time  in  this  large  field  in  a 
"Church  that  is  in  their  house." 
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A   Defeated   Political   Messiah   Explains    Everything 

"Let  us  give  ourselves  to  our  7ninistry.'"     (Rom.  12:  6-8) 


Fundamentalists  in  general,  because  of 
nation-wide  publicity  given  the  matter, 
have  been  deeply  concerned  about  the 
recent  campaign  of  a  Christian  journalist 
to  gain  the  Kansas  seat  in  the  U.  S.  Senate. 

Secular  magazines  seldom  give  valu- 
able space  to  one  of  several  candidates 
who  seeks  to  be  nominated  on  the  ticket 
of  one  party  in  one  State.  In  this  case, 
there  were  features  that  made  one  man's 
campaign  a  thing  of  national  interest.  He 
appeared  as  a  new  order  of  political  mes- 
siah,  his  desire  being  to  go  to  Washington 
to  clean  house  for  the  Jew  Deal  and  the 
"Jewish  money  pirates"  said  to  be  using 
President  "Rosenfeld"  to  carry  out  the 
"Protocols  plot"  in  America. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  much  that 
was  said  in  the  papers  was  false,  but  that 
which  gave  Christians  chief  concern  was 
that  so  much  of  the  literature  designed  to 
defeat  this  so-called  "Jay-hawker  Nazi" 
consisted  of  photostatic  reproductions  of 
his  own  published  statements  and  photo- 
graphs of  Nazi  documents  urging  the 
American  friends  of  Hitler  to  get  back  of 
him. 

One  large  circular  gotten  out  to  defeat 
this  Christian  worker  consisted  of  noth- 
ing but  photostats  from  his  own  journal — 
unanswerable  evidences  of  his  pro-Nazi 
and  rabidly  anti-Jewish  spirit.  The  cir- 
cular was  signed  by  nine  ministers,  was 
printed  in  Kansas  City,  the  printing  and 
distributing  cost  being  $1,195.  (The  de- 
feated candidate  tells  his  readers  that  this 
circular  was  sent  in  by  Jews  from  Chicago 
and  cost  $50,000.) 

With  such  evidences  before  the  Repub- 
lican electors,  the  candidate's  cries  of  per- 
secution, and  his  claim  that  he  was  being 
"crucified"  by  the  Jews,  counted  for  lit- 
tle. The  large  sum  of  money  which  he 
had  collected  from  the  tithing  Chris- 
tians of  the  nation,  to  pay  for  radio  hook- 
ups, newspaper  space,  campaign  litera- 
ture, Multigraph  equipment,  and  even  a 
sound  truck,  went  for  naught,  for  he  ran 
a  poor  third  in  the  primaries,  and  emerg- 
ed bespattered  with  mud,  plenty  of  which 
he  himself  had  handled. 

So  much  of  the  efforts  of  some  earnest 


Christians  to  help  a  professed  Republican 
win  a  primary  nomination  in  one  State. 
They  did  it,  of  course,  because  they  were 
made  to  believe  that  this  preacher  had 
the  one  solution  to  our  economic  difficul- 
ties. Furthermore,  the  editing  of  his 
journal  from  Washington  was  to  enable 
him  to  serve  up  to  readers  some  juicy 
scandals  relating  to  the  efforts  of  the  Jews 
to  carry  out   "the  Philip   Dru   plot." 

We  could  hope  that  these  earnest  Chris- 
tian people  would  now  be  disillusioned 
and  that  the  preacher,  after  taking  a  good 
spiritual  bath,  would  get  back  to  the  real 
work  of  the  Kingdom.  But  apparently 
the  fight  has  only  just  begun.  Thousands 
of  Christians  throughout  the  nation  have 
been  receiving  a  lengthy  mimeographed 
"confidential"  explanation  of  the  brother's 
defeat,  with  powerful  appeals  to  put  him 
financially  in  a  position  to  go  after  the 
Jews  with  renewed  vigor. 

Those  who  have  received  the  letter 
will  not  deny  that  it  was  "the  Jews"  (not 
"bad  Jews"  but  simply  "the  Jews")  who 
thwarted  all  the  prayers  and  efforts  to 
put  a  real  Fundamentalist  in  the  Senate. 
It  was  the  "inexhaustible  sums"  poured 
into  the  state  by  the  Jews.  The  Jews  had 
a  million  dollars  in  cold  cash  to  purchase 
publicity.  The  Jews  threatened  Repub- 
lican leaders,  forcing  them  to  spurn  him 
as  a  candidate.  Worst  of  all,  the  Jews 
said  they  would  "crucify  him" — and  they 
did. 

If  one-half  of  this  man's  statements 
could    he    substantiated,      Uncle    Sam 
would    have    far    better    warrant    for 
running  the  Jews  out  of  America  than 
Hitler  ever  had  for  his  hate  campaign 
against  them  in  Germany. 
The  candidate  explains  that,  arrayed  on 
his   side   were   the   "forces    of      Christian 
righteousness"      and      "Fundamentalism." 
Against  him  appeared  the  organized  anti- 
Christ    forces    of    Jewry     using     apostate 
preachers  as  their  Gentile  front. 

He  declares  that  he  had  it  on  the  au- 
thority of  one  Preston  Dunn,  an  ex-offi- 
cial of  the  American  Legion,  that  the 
Jews  were  ready  to  crucify  him  at  any 
cost.     He  fails  to  add  that  said  Dunn  was 
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his  own  paid  campaign  manager,  an  anti- 
Semite. 

So,  like  his  Lord,  "crucified"  he  was — 
think  of  it!  Nailed  to  the  cruel  cross  by 
the  Jews!  He  goes  on  to  compare  him- 
self to  the  great  Apostle  Paul,  quoting 
whole  sections  of  the  book  of  Acts.  "Cer- 
tain Jews  persuaded  the  people  to  stone 
Paul  ....  The  Jews  took  unto  them  cer- 
tain lewd  fellows  of  the  baser  sort  .... 
The  Jews  made  insurrection  against  Paul." 
Of  course,  the  Lord  stood  by  Paul. 

But  Paul  was  not  engaged  in  a  political 
battle  for  a  seat  in  the  city  gate,  on  a 
platform  savoring  the  Jew-hate.  He  was 
pouring  out  his  life  for  the  preaching  of 
the  crucified  and  risen  Christ  that  he 
might  win  the  Jews  and  save  them  from 
their  sins. 

"We  v/ill  never  know,"  writes  this  mod- 
ern Paul,  "how  many  tens  of  thousands  of 
dollars  were  spent  by  the  international 
Jews  in  the  last  few  days  of  the  cam- 
paign." Furthermore  he  would  remind  us 
that  "this  is  only  the  second  time  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  U.  S.  that  the  invisible  gov- 
ernment (Jews)  has  been  challenged  po- 
litically!"   (Think  of  that!) 

One  of  the  incorporation  articles  of  the 
American  Prophetic  League,  is  that  it  will 
oppose  any  propaganda  in  Christian  cir- 
cles that  tends  to  create  race  prejudice — 
particularly  anti-Semitism,  because  of  the 
warnings  of  Scripture  concerning  this 
latter-day  curse.  Some  of  our  representa- 
tives therefore  have  taken  great  pains 
to  inquire  into  these  seemingly  incredible 
statements.  Our  information  comes  from 
Christian  people  in  a  position  to  know 
the  facts. 

The  $30,000  which  he  states  was  paid 
by  the  Jews  for  newspaper  advertising 
in  one  day,  turns  out  to  have  been  $1500 
which  was  put  up  by  William  Allen  White 
who   himself  signed   the   ads. 

No  large  sums  were  available  to  the 
opposition  committee  at  any  time.  The 
funds  were  collected  from  Kansas  Re- 
publicans, among  whom  there  are  few 
Jews.  The  "million  dollars"  is  pure  fic- 
tion. 

The  Republican  Chairman  emphatically 
denies  the  statement  that  Eastern  Jews 
compelled  him  to  take  a  stand  against  the 


candidate.  He  points  out  that  the  man 
was  obviously  a  political  hypocrite,  hav- 
ing never  before  shown  the  slightest  in- 
terest in  the  affairs  of  the  party,  not  even 
having  taken  the  trouble  in  many  years 
to  register  as  a  voter,  so  far  as  records 
revealed.  What  an  illustration  of  "Chris- 
tian patriotism!" 

When  such  gross  exaggerations  and  mis- 
representations go  forth  to  the  Christian 
people  of  America  in  the  name  of  Funda- 
mentalism, we  cannot  but  speak  out!  We 
expect  to  have  our  motives  misunder- 
stood. That  does  not  concern  us!  The 
Jews  have  enough  to  suffer  without  such 
calumnies  coming  from  a  so-called  foun- 
tain of  orthodoxy.  The  church  can  ill 
spare  such  sums  as  were  wasted  in  the 
effort  to  gratify  this  man's  ambitions. 

It  is  our  purpose  to  stand  against  any 
Christian  leader  who  takes  up  the  easy 
tools  of  mass  hysteria,  by  which  the 
world's  propagandists  today  seek  to  put 
themselves  in  places  of  power.  Hate  is 
the  easiest  thing  in  the  world  to  foment. 
There  is  no  possible  way  to  reconcile  this 
man's  persistent  campaign  against  the 
Jews,  with  the  Gospel  of  the  love  of  God 
revealed   in  Jesus   Christ. 

May  God  awaken  His  people  in  Amer- 
ica before  it  is  too  late!  The  world  will 
carry  on  this  campaign  of  prejudice!  Let 
it  not  be  said  that  true  Christians  gave 
aid! — Prophecy   Monthly. 


"We  gain  immense  wealth  from  the  dis- 
cipline of  uncertainty.  Uncertainty  im- 
pels us  to  exercise  our  sight.

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A  Visit  to  Palestine 

stenographic  report  of  address  given  hy  Miss  Salome  Schug  in  the  Mission  Band  service 

at  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  October  21,  1938. 


I'm  very  happy  to  be  here  tonight.     A 
long  time  has  elapsed  since  I  spoke  from 
this  platform.     I  think,  perhaps  the  hap- 
piest   years    of    my    life    were    the    seven 
years  I  spent  here  at  the  Bible  Institute, 
first,   as  a  student,  then  as  an  instructor. 
These  years,   however,   were   not  without 
trials.     One  of  the  severest  trials  came  to 
me   the   evening   I  was   elected   president 
of  the  Mission  Band.     How  could  I  ever 
serve   in   this    capacity   when   there   were 
so   many    others   who    could   have   served 
much  more  efficiently  than  I!  It  was  not 
until  I  acquiesced  to  the  will  of  God  that 
joy    and    strength    for   service   was    given 
me.        Speaking    in    chapel    was    another 
great  trial  because  of  nameless  fear  and 
timidity   incapacitated   me.     Furthermore, 
public   speaking   was   entirely   out   of   my 
line  of  work  and  still  is  today. 
Countries  Visited 
During    the    past   summer,    two    months 
were   spent   in   traveling   through   several 
European    countries,    Egypt,      Syria      and 
Palestine.     Nearly  two  weeks  of  this  time 
was  spent  in  Palestine,  the  land  in  which 
our   Lord    was    born,      and    in    which    He 
lived,  taught  and  wrought  so  many  mar- 
velous  miracles    and    in   which    He      laid 
down   His    life    voluntarily    in    order   that 
we  "might  not  perish  but  have  everlast- 
ing life."    How  I  rejoice  in  the  realization 
of  this   "dream"   of  seeing  the   "Promised 
Land"! 

Prosperity  of  Land 
Palestine  is  a  small  country  situated  on 
the  eastern  border  of  the  Mediterranean 
Sea.  It  is  a  land  that  has  been  very  pros- 
perous in  recent  years;  a  land  in  which 
depression,  unemployment  and  national 
indebtedness  seem  to  have  been  unknown. 
New  buildings  were  erected  in  the  cities, 
in  the  villages,  on  the  plains,  beside  the 
Galilean  Sea  and  on  the  banks  of  the 
Jordan  River,  everywhere,  the  whole 
country   was   booming. 

Cause  of  Prosperity 
Long  ago  it  had  been  predicted  that  in 
the  "latter  days"  Palestine  should  be  re- 
stored.     I    believe    these    predictions    are 


being  fulfilled  to  the  very  letter.  Isaiah 
in  his  prophecy  uttered  more  than  twen- 
ty-five hundred  years  ago,  gave  us  a 
graphic  picture  of  exactly  that  which  is 
taking  place  in  Palestine  today.  "And 
they  should  build  the  old  wastes,  they 
shall  raise  up  the  former  desolations,  and 
they  shall  build  the  old  wastes,  they 
desolations  of  many  generations."  (Isaiah 
61:4.)  It  was  not  the  "desolations"  of  a 
decade  nor  a  century  but  the  "desolation" 
of   generations." 

I  was  amazed  at  the  utter  desolation  of 
the  land  that  had  not  been  reclaimed. 
How  barren  and  stony  it  was!  How  could 
such  lands  ever  be  cultivated  to  produce 
crops!  It  was  surprising  to  see  what  had 
been  done.  As  we  passed  through  the 
Zionist  sections  we  saw  thrifty  looking 
fields  of  grain,  orange  groves  and  grape 
vineyards.  How  we  marveled  at  the 
great  changes  that  are  taking  place  in 
Palestine  today!  The  once  swampy  places 
are  giving  way  to  fertile  fields  and  the 
sand  dunes  to  flourishing  valleys.  How 
prophecy  is  being  fulfilled!  "And  I  will 
bring  again  the  captivity  of  my  people  of 
Israel,  and  they  shall  build  the  waste 
cities  and  inhabit  them;  and  they  shall 
plant  vineyards,  and  drink  the  wine  there- 
of; they  shall  also  make  gardens, 
and  eat  the  fruit  of  them.  And  I  will 
plant  them  upon  their  land,  and  they 
shall  no  more  be  pulled  up  out  of  their 
land  which  I  have  given  them,  saith  the 
Lord  thy  God."  (Amos  9:14-15.)  "The 
desert  shall  rejoice  and  blossom  as  the 
rose."  (Isa.  35:1.) 

These  lands  are  being  cultivated  pri- 
marily by  the  Jews  who  are  returning  to 
Palestine  by  the  thousands — not  hundreds 
— literally  thousands.  What  an  influx 
of  Jews  into  the  "Holy  Land"! 
Cause  of  Immigration 

Persecution  has  driven  many  Jews  from 
their  comfortable  homes  in  Russia,  Po- 
land, Germany  and  other  places.  They 
are  not  returning  to  make  temporary 
homes,   but  permanent   ones. 

It  is  said  that  many  poor  Jews  who  are

not  able  to  return  to  Palestine  have  sent 
for  small  bags  of  earth  to  be  placed  in 
their  coffins  when  they  die  in  order  that 
they  might  be  connected  in  this  manner 
to  Palestine,  the  most  hallowed  spot  to 
the  Jew. 

There  was  a  large  number  of  Jews  on 
our  boat  going  to  Palestine.  Among  this 
number  were  old  men  and  Jewish  rabbis. 
All  of  them  seem  rather  fearful  to  land 
at  Haifa.  However,  the  British  govern- 
ment had  promised  them  protection,  air- 
planes and  soldiers. 

Political   Unrest 

You  have  all  heard  about  the  recent 
troubles  in  Palestine.  Many  people  have 
asked  me  if  I  sensed  any  unrest  while  I 
was  there.  May  I  ask  you  a  few  ques- 
tions and  then  you  can  formulate  your 
own  answers?  What  if  while  crossing  the 
Syrian-Palestine  border  you  had  seen 
a  barbed  wire  entanglement  that  was  be- 
ing electrified  to  keep  the  Arabs  out  of 
Palestine?  What  if  you  had  seen  search- 
lights thrown  along  this  border  each  night 
you  were  at  the  lovely  Sea  of  Galilee? 
What  if  you  had  heard  shots  fired  only  a 
few  rods  away  as  you  were  leaving  the 
Church  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre  in  the  old 
city  of  Jerusalem?  What  if  you  had  been 
convoyed  from  Damascus  to  Jerusalem  by 
British  troops  whose  trucks  were  filled 
with  machine  guns?  What  if  you  had 
seen  many  soldiers  and  policemen  on 
streets  and  roads?  What  if  the  train  you 
had  been  planning  to  take  from  Jerusa- 
lem to  Cairo  was  derailed  by  Arabs  just 
the  day  before  you  were  to  leave?  Do 
these    indicate   peace? — Far   from   it. 

Because  the  Jews  who  have  been  scat- 
tered to  the  four  corners  of  the  earth  are 
returning  to  Palestine  in  large  numbers, 
and  because  the  British  have  placed  no 
restrictions  on  Jewish  immigration,  the 
Arabs  have  become  very  angry.  I  heard 
a  speaker  say  recently  that  haired  is 
worse  than  war.  The  Arabs  claim  that 
since  they  had  occupied  the  land  for  near- 
ly thirteen  ceuturies,  it  belongs  to  them. 
The  Jews,  by  virtue  of  a  covenant  God 
had  made  with  the  patriarchs  of  Abra- 
ham, Isaac,  and  Jacob,  claim  the  land  as 
theirs.  God  has  not  revoked  this  cov- 
enant. 


When  the  Arabs  realized  their  position, 
they  asked  the  British  government  who 
has  the  mandate  over  Palestine  to  stop 
the  Jewish  immigration,  to  stop  the  sale  of 
land  to  the  Jews  and  to  establish  a  na- 
tional Arabic  government.  The  British 
refused  to  take  action,  but  rushed  in 
thousands  of  soldiers  to  protect  both  the 
Jew  and  the  Arab.  The  situation  is  daily 
becoming  more  tense.  Britain  in  the  past 
few  weeks  has  sent  thousands  of  other 
soldiers  in  to  the  land  to  preserve  peace. 
It  appears  as  if  the  Jewish-Arab  conflict 
will  lead  to  a  bitter  "Holy  War." 

Changes  in  Palestine 

Tel  Aviv  is  a  modern  Jewish  city 
which  has  grown  within  the  last  decade 
from  a  population  of  forty  thousand  to 
one  hundred  eighty  thousand.  The  city  is 
Jewish  throughout.  The  Hegrew  language 
is  spoken  on  the  streets  and  in  the  homes; 
it  is  taught  in  the  schools;  the  policemen 
are  Jewish;  the  shop  signs  are  all  in  He- 
brew; the  greeting  "shalom,"  meaning 
peace,  is  used  everywhere.  Jews  from 
all  over  the  world  have  come  here  to 
establish  permanent  homes.  The  build- 
ings are  handsome,  but  all  rectangular, 
with  flat  roofs.  The  flats  along  the  streets 
are  all  three  stories  high  and  each  ap- 
peared to  have  a  balcony  —  clotheslines 
with  clothes  flying  were  very  conspicuous. 
The  people  of  Tel  Aviv  used  the  harbor 
of  Jaffa  (Joppa),  an  Arabic  center,  for 
some  time  but  because  religion  became 
a  barrier  they  were  forced  to  build  their 
own.  Jews  from  all  parts  of  the  world  aid- 
ed in  the  building  of  this  million  dollar 
harbor.  About  two  hundred  Jewish  col- 
onies have  been  established,  many  of 
these  are  dotted  in  the  plain  of  Esdraelon 
which  is  just  like  a  huge  amphitheater 
and  which  has  been  the  scene  of  many  a 
battle.  It  will  be  the  scene  of  the  great 
battle  of  Armageddon  that  is  yet  to  be 
fought. 

We  visited  the  Jewish  Agency  who  as- 
sists in  establishing  colonies.  It  was  here 
where  we  saw  slides  showing  how  the 
people  live  together  as  one  family  until 
they  can  support  themselves.  The  women 
must  work  with  the  spade  and  pick  just 
as  the  men  do,  in  cultivating  the  soil.

Notes  on  the   Chapel  Message   of 
Dr.    Paul    Rees 

During  the  chapel  period  of  Oct.  17, 
the  student  body  was  privileged  to  hear 
a  message  from  Dr.  Paul  Rees  which  was 
the  source  of  great  help  and  encourage- 
ment to  us.  His  Scripture  reading  was 
Philippians  4:4-13,  and  he  used  as  his 
text,  "The  Lord  is  at  hand." 

Dr.  Rees  said  in  part:  "The  Apostle 
Paul's  words,  'The  Lord  is  at  hand,'  were 
not  referring  to  the  second  coming,  but 
to  his  own  keen  sense  of  the  immediate 
presence  of  Jesus  Christ  in  his  life.  We 
need  to  practice  the  presence  of  God  as 
Paul  did.  Even  when  we  are  not  con- 
scious of  His  presence,  we  need  to  be 
confident  of  it.  This  presence  is  adequate 
for  all  of  life's  situations.  'I  can  do  all 
things  through  Christ  which  strengthen- 
eth  me,'  verse  13.  Paul's  language  is  that 
of  a  conqueror  as  a  result  of  his  trust 
in   Christ's  power  to   work   through   him. 

"The  Lord  is  present;  therefore,  be  joy- 
ful. 'Rejoice  in  the  Lord  alway,'  verse  4. 
Paul  wrote  these  words  while  in  prison. 
The  Lord  can  make  us  see  things  about 
which  we  may  rejoice  even  while  we 
are  in  trying  circumstances  and  amid 
depressing  surroundings.  We  need  not 
be  dependent  upon  environment  for  life's 
deepest  joys  when  God's  presence  is  with 
us.  To  rejoice  always  does  not  mean 
that  we  must  experience  ecstasy  (joy  all 
stirred  up)  constantly;  we  can  have  joy 
without  ecstasy  which  is  just  a  deep 
satisfaction. 

"The  Lord  is  present;  therefore,  be 
thoughtful.  Let  your  sweet  reasonable- 
ness be  seen  by  all  persons,  living  a  life 
of  restraint  and  forbearance  rather  than 
one  of  impulsiveness.  We  can't  expect 
everyone  to  walk  according  to  our  chalk- 
line.  Others  may  try  us  but  we  probably 
try    them    also. 

"The  Lord  is  present;  therefore,  be 
trustful.  We  cannot  trust  and  worry  at 
the  same  time,  so  worry  must  go,  and  it 
does  go  if  we  commit  our  way  unto  the 
Lord. 

"The  Lord  is  present;  therefore,  be 
prayerful.  Approach  God  in  supplication 
(repeated      entreaty).        Sometimes     our 


prayers  are  answered  quickly  but  many 
times  much  prayer  is  necessary  to  bring 
an   answer. 

"The  Lord  is  present;  therefore,  be  grate- 
ful. We  should  show  our  gratitude  by 
offering  praise  to  God.  Thank  God  for 
people  rather  than  criticise  them.  'In 
everything   give   thanks.' 

"The  Lord  is  present;  therefore,  be 
peaceful.  When  troubles  come  and  trials 
disturb  you  deeply,  pray  that  God  will 
keep  the  'Holy  of  Holies'  within  your 
heart.  'And  the  peace  of  God,  which 
passeth  all  understanding  shall  keep  your 
hearts  and  minds  through  Jesus  Christ.' 
Philippians    4:7." 

Students'  Hike 

The  boarding  students  of  the  B.  I.  were 
given  an  opportunity  on  the  afternoon 
of  Oct.  20,  to  release  some  of  their  excess 
energy  by  taking  part  in  a  three-mile 
hike. 

After  gathering  in  front  of  Bethany 
Hall,  the  students  were  divided  into  two 
groups  under  the  leadership  of  Joe  Si- 
monson  and  Bob  Baltzell.  The  groups 
started  in  opposite  directions  following  a 
circular  route,  each  with  the  intention  of 
being  first  to  reach  the  campus  again.

ZIONIST   CONFERENCE   AT  ANTWERP 

Leading  Zionists  and  the  directors  of 
Keren  Hayesod  (Palestine  Foundation 
Fund)  met  in  conference  at  Antwerp  on 
September  3rd.  A  number  of  countries 
including  the  United  States  were  repre- 
sented. Dr.  Wiezmann  moved  that  the 
critical  Jewish  situation  in  Europe  could 
only  be  met  by  immigration  into  Palestine, 
Palestinian  Government  curtailment  of 
Jewish  immigration  had  not  furthered 
peace,  but  was  interpreted  by  the  Arabs 
as  a  sign  of  weakness. 

Palestine  during  the  past  two  years  had 
absorbed  35,000  Jews  and  even  under 
present  restrictions  was  absorbing  more 
Jews  than  any  other  country  except  the 
United   States. 

They  would  never,  (he  said),  counte- 
nance any  final  solution  offered  by  the 
Partition  Commission  which  would  rob 
them  of  the  hope  of  large-scale  immigra- 
tion into  Palestine. 

A  budget  of  £1,000,000  for  Palestine  for 
the  coming  year  was  voted.  It  will  be 
used  for  security  measures,  for  the  main- 
tenance and  extension  of  colonization,  the 
stimulation  of  trade  and  industry  and 
general  development. — W.  D.  iDformation 
Service. 

PERSECUTION    OF    JEWS    IN    VIENNA 

Jews  in  Vienna  after  the  annexation 
of  Austria  by  Germany,  are  thus  described 
by  an  eye-witness:  "Jews  in  the  Jewish 
community  headquarters  were  forced  to 
strap  the  sacred  twillim  rolls  on  their 
wrists,  and  with  them  to  clean  out  closet 
bowls  with  their  hands.  I  watched  the 
Jews  coming  out  of  this  hell  of  sacrilege, 
their  faces  ashen,  their  eyes  full  of  in- 
describable horror,  their  muscles  twitch- 
ing. Here  over  night  200,000  Jews  were 
made  free  game  for  the  mob,  despoiled 
their  property,  deprived  of  police  protec- 
tion, ejected  from  employment,  sources  of 
relief  from  their  fellows  closed,  their  re- 
ligion outraged,  and  frontiers  hermetically 
sealed  against  their  escape." 


MOCK  EMOTION 

Tears,  tears,  tears!  But  they  are  all 
shed  over  false  situations  in  movies  and 
fiction  and  none  are  shed  for  the  poor 
victims  of  a  godless  civilization.  The 
correspondence  column  of  a  weekly  pe- 
riodical boils  with  hot  tears  as  some  of  the 
readers  complain  of  the  climax  of  a  story. 
Imagine  intelligent  human  beings  writ- 
ing to  the  periodical  as  follows: 

"My  wife  and  I  have  become  deeply 
engrossed  in  'The  Dark  River.'  We 
have  learned  to  admire  Alan  and  to  love 
and  respect  little  Naia,  his  wife.  After 
we  read  last  week's  issue  and  found  that 
Alan's  eyesight  had  not  been  restored  and 
that  Naia  was  killed  in  an  attempt  to 
procure  flowers  supposed  to  cure  his 
blindness,  we  were  prostrated.  This  is 
a  warning:  If  Naia  really  dies,  if  Alan 
really  remains  uncured  of  his  blindness, 
we  shall  cancel  our  subscription  to  your 
magazine." 

And  another: 

"I  have  just  finished  reading  the  sev- 
enth installment  of  'The  Dark  River.'  If 
the  story  ends  the  way  it  seems  it's  going 
to  end,  then  my  subscription  is  terminat- 
ed  and   I  shall  not  bother  to   renew   it." 

And  then  in  New  York  occurred  a  real 
tragedy.  A  poor  broken  young  man  after 
posing  for  hours  on  a  high  window  ledge, 
finally  leaped  to  death  in  the  presence  of 
a  sordidly  curious  throng  and  before  a 
hundred  cameras.  A  daily  newspaper  re- 
ports as  follows: 

"Business  is  booming  at  Broadway  mo- 
tion picture  houses  as  a  result  of  public 
interest    in    the    newsreels    showing    the 

suicide  leap  of on  Tuesday.     One 

theater  manager  estimated  today  that  the 
newsreels  which  show  all  of  ...  .  's 
leap  down  the  face  of  the  building,  had 
brought  $1,000,000  additional  gross." 

Following  this  maudlin  debauch,  a 
pictorial  magazine  carried  a  full  page 
picture  of  the  body  half  way  down  the 
building  and  the  single  cruel  caption,  "A 
Lunatic  Comes  Down  to  Earth."  Neither 
birth  nor  death  are  sacred  with  popular 
periodicals,  which  must  have  circulation 
at  any  cost. 
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Shame,  shame,  shame,  America!  You 
exhaust  your  tears  on  fictitious  sufferers 
in  story  and  film,  and  have  only  a  curious 
glance  for  a  soul  in  real  agony.  (Moody 
Monthly.) 

Martin  Niemoeller  of  Germany  has  won 
the  admiration  of  fair-minded  men  the 
world  over.  The  weak  efforts  to  discredit 
him  by  that  travesty  of  government  in 
power  there  have  only  succeeded  in  giv- 
ing him  the  place  of  a  hero  in  Christian 
history  and  in  spiritual  influence  that 
few  men  exert  today.  However  much  the 
Catholic  Church  has  sought  to  discredit 
an  earlier  Martin,  this  is  what  an  edi- 
torial in  the  Catholic  Review  says  of 
Martin  Niemoeller: 

The  sympathy  of  all  who  hate  oppres- 
sion and  who  admire  courage  in  defense 
of  Christ  crucified,  goes  out  to  the  Rev. 
Martin  Niemoeller,  courageous  Protes- 
tant leader  in  Germany,  who  is  being 
prosecuted  by  the  Nazi  Government  for 
his   beliefs 

Here  is  a  clergyman  who  served  Ger- 
many in  the  World  War,  who  is  a  German 
in  his  loyalty  to  his  country,  and  yet  he 
is  charged  with  disloyalty. 

Because  he  gives  his  loyalty  to  God  in 
preference  to  tyrannical  creatures,  he  is 
made  a  victim  of  a  despotism  and  a  hate 
that  are  always  characteristic  of  those 
who  rebel  against  God.  (Christian  Faith 
and  Life.) 

SOCIALIST,  COMMUNIST,  and  FASCIST 

Dorothy  Thompson  tells  how  she  asked 
a  certain  friend  of  hers  to  explain  the 
difference  between  Socialism,  Commun- 
ism, and  Fascism.  And  here's  the  answer: 

"Let  us  persume  you  have  two  cows," 
he  began.  "The  Socialist  comes  to  you 
and  says,  'You  can  keep  one  cow.  That's 
enough  to  furnish  milk,  butter,  and  cheese 
for  your  own  family.'  " 

"But  it  isn't — not  the  way  this  family 
eats   butter." 

"For  the  purpose  of  this  argument  it  is," 
said  the  Grouse.  "The  Socialist  says:  'Keep 
one  cow.  It's  yours.  And  the  Oiher  be-

Norway's   Missionary   Record 

It  is  said  that  Norway  with  a  total 
population  of  three  million  which  is  not 
nearly  as  large  as  the  city  of  Chicago 
alone,   has   550  foreign   missionaries. 

Since  the  World  War,  Norway  has  been 
free  from  much  of  the  turmoil  which  has 
so  disrupted  the  other  nations  of  the 
earth.  Of  course,  some  will  tell  us  that 
this  is  because  Norway  is  so  situated  geo- 
graphically as  not  to  be  in  the  line  of  con- 
flict. With  all  due  regard  to  this  reason 
we  are  of  the  opinion  that  God  has  blessed 
Norway  spiritually  and  governmentally 
to  a  great  extent  because  of  the  interest 
which  the  people  of  the  nation  have  in 
the  Gospel. 

Salving  Human  Wreckage  in  Mexico 

Although  the  Salvation  Army  has  work 
in  some  eighty  countries  of  the  world, 
legislation  made  it  seem  almost  impos- 
sible that  it  could  enter  Mexico.  How- 
ever, a  young  Mexican,  a  former  Govern- 
ment official  and  communist  leader,  was 
converted,  and  without  knowing  anything 
of  the  Salvation  Army  or  its  methods, 
began  to  work  in  the  slums  of  Mexico 
City  amongst  drunkards  and  other  human 
wreckage,  on  lines  very  similar  to  those 
employed  by  the  Army.  A  number  of 
zealous  young  people  joined  him.  Street 
meetings  were  held  in  defiance  of  the 
law,  and,  when  arested,  the  leaders  con- 
tinued to  preach  the  Gospel  in  gaol.  The 
number  of  transformed  lives  at  last  con- 
vinced the  Government  sufficiently  for 
the  work  to  continue  unmolested.  This 
entirely  spontaneous  and  indigenous  work 
has  now  been  grafted  into  the  world  or- 
ganization of  the  Salvation  Army.— W.  D. 
Press  Service. 

Famous  Ex-Communist  Leader  Speaks  to 
the   Church,   Message    from    Chu   Teh 

The  8th  Route  Army  expresses  its 
thanks  and  gratitude  for  the  kindness 
and  help  rendered  to  China  by  foreign 
missionaries  during  her  war  of  resistance, 
especially    to    those   doctors   and      nurses 


who  work  under  great  difficulties  and 
dangers.  Their  work  in  China  not  only 
means  a  great  deal  to  the  Chinese  Army, 
but  also  renders  tremendous  service  to 
Chinese  refugees  and  people.  .  .  .  The  8th 
Route  Army  has  no  prejudice  against 
missionaries.  On  the  contrary,  we  wel- 
come them. 

Religious  Liberty  in  the  Philippines 

Although  President  Quezon  and  Vice 
President  Osmena  are  members  of  the 
Catholic  Church,  both  look  with  strong 
disfavor  on  the  determined  efforts  of  the 
Roman  hierarchy  to  regain  control  of  the 
government  of  the  Philippines.  A  bill 
recently  passed  by  the  assembly  provid- 
ing for  compulsory  religious  instruction 
in  all  public  schools  was  seen  as  a  pre- 
liminary move  to  restore  Roman  Catholic 
domination  of  the  state.  It  was  opposed 
by  the  vice  president  and  by  a  former 
assistant  director  of  education,  as  well  as 
by  Protestant  groups,  all  of  whom  at- 
tacked it  as  undemocratic,  unconstitu- 
tional, and  unpatriotic;  but  for  the  veto 
of  President  Quezon  the  bill  would  have 
become  law.  He  based  his  veto  on  his 
belief  that  the  law  would  be  unconsti- 
tutional. 

Optional  religious  instruction  in  the 
Philippine  public  schools  is  now  provid- 
ed for  by  the  constitution.  The  present 
law  directs  that  public  school  rooms  may 
be  used  for  religious  instruction  if  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  the  parents  make  writ- 
ten request  and  if  someone  not  employ- 
ed by  the  government  does  the  teaching. 

Undoubtedly,  the  most  important 
achievement  American  occupation  of  the 
Philippines  has  to  its  credit  is  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  system  of  free  education 
and  religious  liberty.  Now  that  American 
control  is  in  process  of  being  lifted,  both 
these  blessings  are  endangered.  The 
fact  that  only  a  presidential  veto  prevented 
the  placing  of  a  priest  in  every  Philippine 
school  forecasts  an  early  renewal  of  the 
struggle.     (Christian    Century.)

Rev.    Roy   Birkey    in    Szechuan    Province 

Rev.  Roy  Birkey,  class  of  '23,  is  one  of 
the  few  active  missionaries  of  the  Chris- 
tian and  Missionary  Alliance  in  Western 
China.  He  is  Chairman  of  the  Szechuan 
field,  which  has  taken  on  new  importance 
since  the  Japanese  invasion  which  has 
driven  many  Chinese  westward.  Mr. 
Birkey  tells  how  the  war  has  affected 
missionary  work  in  The  Frontier: 

"Our  hearts  are  bowed  and  they  bleed, 
as  we  stand  by  our  Chinese  friends  and 
witness  their  suffering.  But  we  also  pray 
that  the  trials  of  this  hour  may  be  sancti- 
fied to  the  good  of  the  church  and  nation. 

"When  Shanghai  was  taken,  we  were 
forced  to  make  other  banking  arrange- 
ments. As  communications  became  more 
and  more  disrupted  and  uncertain  the 
safety  of  our  families  who  were  then  on 
the  hills  near  Hankow  came  into  ques- 
tion, and  the  matter  of  securing  necessary 
stores  became  a  problem.  Our  American 
Consul  strongly  advised  the  evacuation  of 
women  with  children.  These  conditions 
necessitated  Mr.  Truax  and  myself  leaving 
the  field  for  a  time.  Although  we  passed 
through  several  cities  which  have  again 
and  again  been  bombed,  and  witnessed 
several  air  raids  when  many  people  were 
killed  and  property  destroyed,  we  thank 
God  for  a  safe  trip  to  Hong  Kong.  After 
seeing  our  families  settled  there  where 
it  is  reasonably  safe  and  where  plenty  of 
food    for   the    children    is    obtainable,    we 
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returned  to  our  posts.  We  thank  God  for 
answered  prayer,  and  for  the  shadow  of 
His  presence  during  these  trips  to  and 
from  the  coast. 

"At  present  Brother  Truax  and  I  are 
alone  on  the  field,  but  we  hope  some  of 
our  co-missionaries  whose  furloughs  will 
expire  this  Autumn  may  ere  long  be  able 
to  return  to  augment  our  ranks,  espe- 
cially some  of  the  men. 

"While  we  must  admit  that  indirectly 
the  war  has  crossed  out  some  of  our 
plans  and  upset  our  regular  program  of 
work,  yet  we  feel  that  the  manifest  hun- 
ger for  God's  Word  and  earnest  seeking 
for  Light,  and  this  among  some  of  the 
highly  educated,  more  than  compensates 
for  this  break.  New  avenues  of  service 
have  also  been  found  among  wounded 
soldiers,  the  fleeing  populace  and  refu- 
gees. 

"After  our  return  it  was  our  blessed 
opportunity  to  make  an  extended  trip 
when  we  visited  ten  of  the  twelve  coun- 
ties of  our  field.  We  ministered  among 
the  established  churches,  worked  in 
several  cities  where,  the  Lord  willing,  we 
expect  to  open  stations,  and  entered  the 
last  county  seat  which  had  not  been  pre- 
viously reached  by  either  missionary  or 
Chinese  preacher.  We  praise  God  for 
this  advance  midst  the  present  difficulties. 

"We  earnestly  request  a  constant  in- 
terest in  your  prayers  of  intercession  for 
God's  blessing  upon  His  work  and  for 
His  keeping  during  these  days  of  war  and 
plague."

They  want  to 
take  away  part  or  all  of  your  cows.  Now 
we  intend  to  guarantee  your  legal  and 
perpetual  right  to  both  cows.  Not  only 
are  they  your  very  own  cows  but  we 
are  going  to  see  that  nobody  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  inveigle  you  into  selling  them. 
Of  course,  you  must  take  good  care  of 
them.  You  must  see  that  they  are  prop- 
erly stabled  and  fed,  washed  and  innocu- 
lated.
